Letters from 
Expert W orcester were read and the 
one from His Honor concluded the a r ­ 
gument. 
The m ayor’s letter:

you that 
while a four wheel car could 
not 
be 
loaded to such a weight as to weaken 
the bridge, an eight wheel ear would 
offer un opportunity and temptation to 
throw such a weight on 
the 
bridge 
that in the opinion of the engineers 
would approach the danger limit, and 
In view of the opinion of 
experts, lf 
your last Joint order should become a 
law, and an eight wheel car overload­ 
ed should cause an accident and loss of 
life, I have every reason 
to 
believe 
that the city of Lowell would be liable. 
I think It is better to b e on the safe 
side at present 
There has never been 
any doubt In my own mind 
that the 
city of Lowell should have ti perfectly 
s a f e bridge ut Pawtucket falls without 
these unpleasant restrictions and em ­ 
barrassing conditions to the people of 
P a w t U c k e t v l U e , but It would ttike such 
a length of time to build a new one I 
felt we were doing the next best sen­ 
s i b l e thing—repair for p r e s e n t use and 
restrict the weight to he allowed, down 
to the safety limit. 
Upon you, gentle­ 
men of the city council, rests th* re­ 
sponsibility. 
Permit me to state at this point that 
my imoression is that the Boston and 
Northern 
Street 
Railway 
company 
should, and very possibly would, aid 
very materially towurd the expense of 
the construction of a new bridge when 
the time comes.

Captain J. A. Janvrin gave a lecture 
on seafaring life In the 
auditorium of

Mr. Tat m s cam e o v ­

if I dared to rise and speak a fte r him 
I would be forcibly rem oved from the 
p la tfo rm by a police officer. 
I replied, 
“ Sir, do not 
sa y those w ords 
to me, 
b u t ra th e r to the au dience,” bu t the 
consul did not do so. 
T hen 
as I knew 
I had the sy m p a th y of Hie G reeks, and 
realizing th a t a 
riot w ould ensue, the 
resu lts of which no one could foresee, 
if such a m easu re w as used ag ain st me, 
7 arose from m y ch air an d announced 
to 
th e au dienc e w h a t 
Mr. Intro s had 
told me. 
A t once all the G reeks rose 
an d m ade 
a stro n g 
p ro test a few of 
them tried to climb over th e footlights 
to strike him, so g re a t w as th eir indig­ 
natio n at his a u to cratic tre a tm e n t 
of 
them . 
Seeing how affairs w ere going 
an d fearing 
dire 
results, 
I said 
to 
the G reeks: ’’Sirs, It is b e tte r for us to 
retire 
to g eth er and 
proceed 
to our 
church, where, on our own prem ises I 
shall deliver the panegyric of 
th 
d ay 
an d leave Mr. In tros to deliver his o ra ­ 
tion 
to the 
em pty 
benches.” 
The 
priest, 
the com m ittee 
and 
all 
the 
G reeks agreed to this course, and we 
begun to lite out of the th e a tre 
when 
a lieutenant of police ap p ea red on Ho­ 
se erie with Mr. H arris, who begged the 
G reeks 
to continue doing w h a t 
they 
had already begun to do. 
Now, the public m ust b** m ude aw a re 
of 
the reasons w hy Mr. I a tm s did not 
w a n t me 
to speak to the Greeks, 
or 
better, why he keeps a grud ge a g a in st 
m e; there are two reasons. 
T he first 
is, th at last year on the sam e day we 
spoke (Mr. Tatros and I) at the Greek 
church, w here 
my oration 
m ad e so 
g reat an im pression th a t m an y G reeks 
were moved to tears: the new spapers 
of 
the next day published the follow­ 
ing: 
“ Prof. Michael Intros, local Greek con­ 
sul delivered nu oration, which is custo­ 
m ary at the commemoration service and 
Dr. Generates, also of this < tty. gave a 
short address. 
Palms were distributed 
among the congregation.” 
I read it and was amazed at the bare 


untruth; Immediately, for th- sake of tho 
truth, I wrote the following letter which 
was published in the Mall of April 14, DJL 
‘ Dear Sir:—In your last week s paper 
was an announcem ent about the 
goth 
Greek March independence day of Greece; 
that Professor or Consul Michael Intros 
delivered an oration, and that the Greek 
doctor, D. J. Generates, delivered a small 
speech. 
“Gentlemen, on the contrary, the ora­ 
tion w.is delivered by D. J. Generates 
and Professor or Consul Tatros delivered a 
sinai) speech concerning small ideas of 
the anniversary day, and the remainder

ute*!
